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Incorporation Question Was Again Dis¬ 
cussed at Citizens' Mass Meeting 

Last Monday Night 


Metropolitan Hall was crowded to 
the doors last Monday night with 
citizens of South San Francisco who 
were present to hear the question of 
incorporating this town into a city of 
the sixth class discussed. 

The meeting was called to order by 
Judge A. McSweeney, President of the 
South San Francisco Improvement 
Club, who introduced E. E. Cunning¬ 
ham as the lirst speaker of the evening. 

Mr. Cunningham said that the move¬ 
ment to incorporate South San Fran¬ 
cisco into a city had commenced four 
or live years ago, and three years ago 
a mass meeting of citizens was held. 
At that time, on account of objections 
made by representatives of the South 
San Francisco Land and Improvement 
Company and the Western Meat Com¬ 
pany, the citizens decided to postpone 
action until some further date. Those 
companies were willing there should 
be incorporation provided the factory 
district was left out, but the citizens of 
this town were opposed to incorpora¬ 
tion unless the factory district was in¬ 
cluded. So the matter rested until 
live or six months ago, when the move¬ 
ment was resumed. The whole matter 
was threshed out at many meetings of 
the South San Francisco Improvement 
Club, and finally a unanimous senti¬ 
ment prevailed that the town should 
be incorporated with the factory dis¬ 
trict included in the limits. It was 
determined that rich interests should 
pay toward the support of a local gov¬ 
ernment as well as the poor man. 

At lirst the Land Company and the 
Western Meat Company, who own 
large interests here, were opposed to in¬ 
cluding the factory district, but fin¬ 
ally they consented. A committee 
from the improvement Club went 
before the San Mateo County Supervis¬ 
ors and petitioned for territory to be 
included in limits of the new city that 
originally belonged to the Land Com¬ 
pany. It was found that on the south 
the contemplated line encroached upon 
territory that was included in the San 
Bruno school district, and the territory 
was conceded to the San Bruno people.

live years. Had taken an active inter¬ 
est in the town, and had aided in over¬ 
coming many obstacles. He had made 
a special study of taxation. The trus¬ 
tees, under the new government, can¬ 
not levy a tax rate beyond 75 cents per 
I *100 of assessed valuation. It will be 
a long time before it will be necessary 
to make a rate of 75 cents. Richmond, 
in Contra Costa County, had incor¬ 
porated three years ago. A few months 
later it had annexed considerable ad- 
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assessment valuation there was$;>,417- 
270, with a tax rate of .55 cents on each 
$100. The factory district here will 
not he overtaxed. We need local gov¬ 
ernment to build up the town. All 
interests will be treated right. 

Rev. E. D. Kizer was the next 
speaker. He said he favored incorpor¬ 
ation, provided men were selected for 
Trustees who would be in favor of 
lessening the number of saloons. Be¬ 
lieved that would mean that more 
commuters would live here. He, himj. 
self, was a strict prohibitionist, and 
I would eliminate all saloons if lie had 
the power to do so. This is an ideal 
locality for ideal homes. The right 
kind of men should be placed in ollice. 

At the close of Mr. Kizer’s remarks, 
Thos. Hickey arose and stated that he 
had never tasted a drop of intoxicating 
| liquor, hut he believed that the poor 
man had as much right to go to a 
saloon for a drink as the rich man had 
to go to his club. 

Mr. W. E. Dennison and iFinlay 
Cooke, bis attorney, were each called 
upon but declined to speak until Mr. 
W. J. Martin bad spoken. To this 
challenge Mr. Martin responded and 
was immediately plied with questions 
by Mr. Dennison, all of which were so 
fully answered as to leave Mr. Denni¬ 
son with but little ground on which to 
stand. Mr. Martin said that when this 
movement started, five years ago, the 
companies that lie represented were op¬ 
posed to incorporation. They were 
also six months ago when this later 
I movement started. He learned j 
l through attending the meetings 
of the local Improvement Club that 
the people here were determined to 
vote for incorporation. He had en¬ 
deavored to get appropriations to make 
improvements, but failed. After many 
conferences, the Land Company be¬ 
came favorably disposed toward incor¬ 
poration. Mr. Martin then read ex¬ 
tracts from the typewritten protest 
[ of the Hteiger Pottery Co., which Mr. 
Dennison had presented to the Board 
of Supervisors before the boundary | 


lines were settled upon. The Smelter 
J site had been left out from the limits 
of the new town at the request of the 
I representatives of the Home Protective 
Association of Burlingame, who had 
fears that the new city government 
here would give the Smelter permission 
to start up. VVe could not help our¬ 
selves. The boundaries were forced 
upon us. Attorney Knight, represent¬ 
ing the Home Protective Association, 
wrote to all the companies having 
: factories here and endeavored to induce 
J them to oppose incorporation. As to 
! the question of taxation without repre¬ 
sentation, which had been brought up 
I by Mr. Dennison in bis protest, Mr. 
Martin said that all the employes of 
the Hteiger Pottery Works, who lived 
here would be representatives. There 
will be nothing done that will dwarf 
the factory Interests. On the contrary, 
everything will be done to aid in in¬ 
creasing the business of the factory 
district. The Land Company owns 
about 4000 acres here and will pay the 
' most taxes. At the start the new city 
I government will receive 50 cents on 
every $100 property assessment that 
now goes to the county, which will 
amount to $10,000 a year, in addition 
to about $4000 a year from saloon 
licenses. There is now a lirst-class 
road leading from the Southern Pacific 
railroad to the factory district, and any 
attempt to Imild another one would he 
opposed by the people. The people 
propose to take the bit in their teeth 
and run their own local government. 
In regard to the water front, under a 
city government, the Trustees could 
build wharves and collect toll, or could 
lease them. The people here are in 
earnest. They mean to do the right 
thing. They feel that they are in the 
line of progress and want incorpora- 
j lion. There is great development go- 
J ing on in the peninsula section. This 
is a well-balanced town, divided into 
three sections—factory, business and 
residence. 

President Dennison, of Use Steiger 
Terra Cotta and Pottery Co., whose 
plant is situated in the factory dis¬ 
trict here, was the next speaker. He 
was present at the meeting to make

with the main line; on this extension, 
work has been progressing steadily. 

During the past month early sessions j 
of a number of influential national and 
international conventions have been 
invited and have been secured for San 
Francisco and Los Angeles. These 
will bring thousands of visitors to the J 
State, which will derive much good as j 
a result of their sojourn. 

Uncle Sam has been doing his share 
for the upbuilding of California as in-; 
dicated in reports received by The Cali¬ 
fornia Promotion Committee. Material j 
improvements are under way at the I 
various forts and reservations around 
San Francisco Bay. On Angel Island j 
the new Immigration Station is ap¬ 
proaching completion. Equipped in 
most modern manner, advantage has 
been taken of past experience at similar: 
stations at other ports to avoid mis¬ 
takes.

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INCORPORATION. 


The cause of incorporation gath¬ 
ers strength and gains friends 
daily. 

The advocates of incorporation 
gained the confidence of the people 
when they called weekly mass 
meetings and threw the doors wide 
open for a full and free discussion 
of the entire subject. 

The meeting in Metropolitan' 
Hall last Monday evening was a I 
large one. It was earnest, but or¬ 
derly. Both sides had a hearing 
and both had an attentive audi¬ 
ence. The discussion was earnest, 
but without acrimony or personal 
feeling. 

The arguments presented against 
incorporation by the protesting 
factories reduced to its essence is: 
The factories should not be in i 
eluded for the reason that the own- | 
ers of these properties are non res¬ 
idents and the inclusion of the 
factories would present a case of 
“taxation with o u t representa¬ 
tion.” 

The answer is: Non residents are 
taxed everywhere, otherwise es¬ 
cape from all taxation would be 
easy, requiring, only, that theprop- 
erty owner find a domicile any¬ 
where away from his property. 

Second. The factories should 
not lie included and taxed, as they 
will not be benefited by incorpor¬ 
ation. There being no resident 
population in tin* factory district 
and none permitted, it is contend¬ 
ed that tin* establishment of local 
municipal government will not be 
of any advantage or benefit to that 
district. 

The answer is: If this contention 
is admitted, then the manufactur¬ 
ing and business districts of all 
towns and cities not having a resi¬ 
dent population should be exempt 
from municipal taxation; further¬ 
more, that all interests and dis¬ 
tricts will benefit, and do benefit, 
more or less by and through local 
government and in many ways, for 
instance, by more effective pro¬ 
vision for protection against tire, 
by better police protection and 
particularly by improved sanitary 
conditions. Congestion of popu¬ 
lation, without modern improved 
methods for perfect sanitation, 
breeds epidemic disease, and the 
factory district with its toiling, 
prespiring thousands, is not only 
not exempt, but as a matter of fact, 


j and necessarily, the first to suffer. 
Furthermore, it is not asking much 
to require factory owners,to con¬ 
tribute something towards making 
the homes of their employes clean 
and wholesome. 

Third. That while the law fixes 
the maximum rate of taxation for 
| municipal purposes at 75 cents per 
#100, the rate may be increased 
I oppressively by raising the valua¬ 
tions. 

The answer is: Under the pres¬ 
ent system, valuations will not be 
1 materially increased in any partic¬ 
ular locality, as such increase 
would require such locality to pay 
I more than its just share or pro¬ 
portion of the State tax. 

The advocates of incorporation, 
furthermore, urge that the people 
of this town are now paying to the 
county 50 cents on #100 for the 
county road fund and receiving 
next to nothing in return. 

This tax is of itself two-thirds 
of the maximum that can be levied 
for municipal purposes; therefore, 
should this town incorporate and 
the maximum of 75 cents per #100 
be levied on all property for mu¬ 
nicipal purposes, the increase 
would then be only 25 cents per 
#100 above the present rate. 

In the present political cam¬ 
paign both the Republican and 
the Democratic parties declared in 
favor of Government control and 
regulation of the railroads and 
other powerful corporations. Plac¬ 
ing both parties on an equality in 
so far as platforms and ante-elec¬ 
tion declarations go the people 
will note and weigh the facts in 
this connection, which show the 
Republican admininistration, dur¬ 
ing the past four years engaged in 
an active, earnest effort to put in 
practice this principle through 
actions brought in the Courts to 
compel the predatory corporations 
to obey the law and cease discrimi¬ 
nation and all oppressive and un¬ 
just practices. The people will 
not forget that from 1892 to 
1890 the Democratic party was in 
absolute control of every branch 
of the general Government, that 
during those four years of Demo 
cratic control the law, known as 
the Sherman Act, under which the 
Roosevelt administration has pro 
ceeded during the past four years, 
was upon the Statute books in its 
present form, and that during 
those four years of complete Dem¬ 
ocratic control not a finger was 
lifted nor the slightest attempt 
made to enforce said law or to re¬ 
strain the corporations. It is 
true Mr. Bryan was not the Dem- 
cratic President at that time, but 
he was in public life, and during 
a portion of the time a Democratic 
member of Congress, and the po 
litieal annals of that period fail to 
record the fact, that Mr. Bryan 
lifted his eloquent voice in favor 
of proceedings under the Sherman 
Act, against the great corporations. 
As a result of President Roose¬ 
velt’s proceeding in the Courts 
under the Sherman Act, the rail¬ 
roads throughout the country have 
surrendered in the matter of re¬ 
bates, which was one of the worst, 


if not the worst, form of discrimi¬ 
nation. The people will under¬ 
stand all this, and understand fur¬ 
ther that Wm. H. Taft stands for 
the carrying out of the Roosevelt 
policy in this particular, as well 
as others of vital interest to the 
American people. 

The recent movement on the 
part of Promoter Roach, of San 
Francisco to inaugurate monthly 
or bimonthly prize fights in this 
county should receive the atten¬ 
tion of the authorities. In the 
first place the character of these 
performances is of the cheaper 
kind and bring the worst element 
into the county, and in the second 
place the performers themselves 
are usually only half-trained, and 
it is in such shows that fatalities 
usually occur. A contest between 
thoroughly trained and seasoned 
athletes:is of a different character. 
These Roach shows should be pro¬ 
hibited. 


PROCEEDINGS OF BOARD 
OE SUPERVISORS 


A communication signed by Morris j 
K. Davis. Highland Park, San Mateo, 
was received by the Board of Super¬ 
visors at its regular session last Mon¬ 
day. It called attention to the reck¬ 
less driving and disregard of the law 
and rights of teams on the part of some 
automobile drivers passing through the 
county. 

Chairman Coleman of the board 1 
stated that Alameda County had been 
enforcing the speed limit and now the 
scorchers were tearing through this 
county and exceeding the speed limit 
nearly every day. 

Supervisor MacBain, who is himself 
an enthusiastic autoist, said he would 
vote for any sort of a measure that 
would stop speeding along the county 
roads. 

The board has determined to take 
steps to stop the speed burners, but 
owing to the absence of the district 
attorney, action was deferred until the 
next meeting. 

The Automobile Club of California 
addressed a letter to the board asking 
permission to erect road signs and 
mark the highways throughout the 
county. The communication was 
placed on file to be taken up at next 
meeting. 

Attorney H. \V. Brown, representing 
the South San Francisco incorportion 
matter, represented to the board that 
the resolution passed in regard to the 
incorporation election was in error in 
describing the form of ballot and pre¬ 
sented a new resolution which was 
adopted. 

This being the time for the consider¬ 
ation of bids for the sale of a railroad 
franchise for San Bruno Road and 
Wallbridge Street, the bid of T. C. 
Schwerin was opened. The sum offer¬ 
ed was $100 and being the only bid the 
franchise was awarded to T. C. 
Schwerin. The streets designated in 
the franchise are near the San Fran¬ 
cisco county line in Visitacion Valley. 

An ordinance was adopted designa¬ 
ting the boundary lines of Burlingame 
election precincts numbers 1 and 2, and 
Millbrae precinct. Changes were made 
necessary by the incorporatian of Bur¬ 
lingame, which by law becomes an 
election precinct.

Hose House No. 1 (1), on the east side 
of Linden avenue, between Grand and 
Baden avenues, the same being within 
the aforesaid limits and legal bound¬ 
aries of said proposed municipal cor¬ 
poration.

Last Monday T. C. Schwerin was 
awarded a franchise by the Board of 
Supervisors of this county to build an 
electric railroad which is intended to 
open up a new section of territory in 
the Visitacion Valley, about four miles 
north of South San Francisco. 

The building of this road will com¬ 
mence right away. John Nealis, of 
this town, has obtained the contract to 
do the grading. The road will be 
about two miles long. It will start 
at a point on the San Bruno road 
where the Kentucky street line of the 
United Railroads ends. It will then 
extend south to Wallbridge street, and 
then west to a point about a quarter of 
a mile south of the corner of Mission 
Road and Onondago Avenue in San 
Francisco.

There is some talk of extending this 
new line south along the San Bruno 
Road to South San Francisco in the 
near future.

WONDERFUL MIRAGES. 

False Peak of Tenerife and Illusion* 
In the Dardanelles. 

The peak of Tenerife is known among 
deep sea sailors as the "false peak.” i 
Owing to some peculiarity of the at- 1 
mosphere it is always seen by mirage 
in exactly the opposite direction from 
which it lies, and only the fact that all 
captains know that the mirage appears 
long before the true peak is visible 
through the most powerful glass pre¬ 
vents many a ship from sailing many 
miles out of her course. It is hard for 
a greenhorn to believe that the majes¬ 
tic purple mountain towering astern or 
on the port beam apparently only a 
short distance off is in reality miles 
away in exactly the opposite direction 
and the seemingly solid earth at which 
he is gazing is only a reflection on the 
clear mirror of the air. Many weird 
tales are told of shipwrecked men who 
have steered for the false peak in the 
expectation of finding land and have 
perished of hunger and thirst while 
pursuing the phantom mountain. 

Sometimes the passengers and crew 
of a vessel on the lookout for the false 
peak see a much rarer and more beau¬ 
tiful mirage, that of a ship iu the sky. 
It usually appears about 10 o’clock in 
the morning, about teu degrees above 
the horizon and under full sail, every 
delicate spar and tapering mast clearly 
visible against the blue ether and even 
the play of light and shadow in the 
bellying canvas plainly discernible to 
the naked eye. It generally remains in 
sight half an hour or more before 
gracefully fading away. The oldest 
mariner can never remember having 
seen the mirage of a steamer in that 
latitude, but always that of a full rig¬ 
ged ship, and this peculiar fact has 
given birth to many romantic legends 
about the ship in the sky, all connect¬ 
ing it in some way with the false peak. 

The vicinity of the Dardanelles is 
the real home of mirages, and it is sel¬ 
dom that any vessel sails along the 
Syrian coast without seeing one or 
more. Oddly enough., the mirages of 
the Dardanelles are always the reflec¬ 
tions of objects that can be seen with 
the naked eye and are invariably dis¬ 
torted in grotesque and fantastic cari¬ 
catures of the things reflected. It is

the same plea that he did before the 
Board of Supervisors. He wanted a 
simple act done—a simple act of justice. 
He admitted in answerto Mr. Marttn’s 
question that he had first heard of 
the incorporation plan from Attorney 
Knight, who was seeking aid and 
comfort for his smelter opposition 
movement. His company was the 
first to sign the smoke waiver in 
connection with the smelter industry. 
In a business way his company would 
not oppose the Smelter coming here if 
the people wanted it. The burden of 
proof rests with the Smelter, that it 
will not devastate the surrounding 
country, lie said he thought the peo¬ 
ple here are fair. He thought incor¬ 
poration was a good thing under cer¬ 
tain conditions. His company will 
withdraw opposition to incorporation 
if the Land Company will change 
deeds so that human habitations can 
be built in the factory district. Mr. 
Dennison took some time in explain¬ 
ing the workings of the Vrooman Act 
in connection with street improve¬ 
ments. 

Superintendent Cox of the Fuller 
Faint Works, upon being called upon 
next, asked to be excused from speak¬ 
ing, as he was not present for that 
purpose. He came to learn something 
about the incorporation movement. 

Henry Ward Brown, of Cohua, who 
is the attorney for the local Improve¬ 
ment Club in connection with the in¬ 
corporation movement, was the next 
sj>eaker. He said the whole propo¬ 
sition was a local one, to be settled by 
the people of South San Francisco. 
Speaking of the Smelter question he 
said no city or county could legalise a 
nuisance. The remedy was in the 
courts. In speaking of the water 
front he said it was one of the powers 
of a city to build or lease wharves. 
The last Legislature had given cities 
the right to lease wharves. Mr. Brown 


then explained the purposes of the! 
Vrooman Act in connection with 
public improvements. 1 n speaking of 
taxation, he said the law expectsevery 
man to be honest when making his 
assessment statement, and put his 
property in at its full valuation. The 
factory interests need have no fear 
about taxation. The people here have 
no scheme. 'They want self-govern¬ 
ment, and want to spend their own 
money. They want a city government 
st> they will have control of the streets. 
The people here have nothing to say 
now. They will have under a city 
government. The peninsula is grow¬ 
ing. The time will come when you 
will see twenty broad highways lead¬ 
ing out of San Francisco in this direc¬ 
tion. Then you will see what a great 
city and county you will have. 

E. E. Cunningham again look the 
floor and was the last speaker of the 
evening. In answer to some of Mr. 
Dennison’s statements he said that 
gentleman was looking at the present 
and not into the future. He thought 
it a wise plan to have t he City of South 
San Francisco divided into three de¬ 
fined districts—factory, business and 
residence. He said that every man 
should be his brother’s keeper, in the 
broad sense. The great corporations 
of this country were gelting lliegreater 
share of what was produced. Em¬ 
ployes owe more to the workers than, 
the mere pittance they get for their 
daily toil. An employer’s liability act 
has been passed. 1’resident Roosevelt 
had brought to the attention of the 
world the principle, “ l am my 
brother’s keeper.” It is the duty of 
the factory district here to contribute 
its share toward supporting a local 
government. Where else will the fac-j 
tories go and not get home govern¬ 
ment? He could see no reason why 7 
the factories should be excluded. 

The meeting then adjourned until 
next Monday evening at the same 
place and hour.

Committee, 5> East ”3(1 Street, New 
York City, has proved a great conven¬ 
ience. Already a headquarters for 
Californian's in New York and nearby 
cities, the Eastern Bureau has added 
to its facilities an arrangement where¬ 
by mail matter for California people 
can be sent to them in care of the 
bureau. Very often people going East 
do so without having made any ar¬ 
rangements as to hotels where they 
will stop, or they expect to be kept 
moving about to a greater or less ex¬ 
tent, and the California mail box en¬ 
ables them to receive their mail 
promptly and without danger of mis¬ 
carriage. Of course, where possible, it 
should be understood between the' 
traveler and his correspondent that 
letters for him will be sent in care of 
The Committee so that he will call to 
get his mail. A very complete system 
for tracing up Californians in New 
York is maintained, covering a scan¬ 
ning of hotel registers, etc., but if it be 
known by both parties that mail will 
be directed in care of the Eastern 
Bureau there will be no delay or con¬ 
fusion.

UNIVERSITY FARM 
COURSE IN POULTRY 

Much interest is being shown in the \ 
course in Poultry Husbandry to be 
given at the University F'armat Davis, 
from October 12th to 20th. This in¬ 
terest is justiliable because the people 
who are to give the instruction are ex- i 
perts in their several lines and the sub¬ 
jects which they present are vital to 
the industry. 

Professor Jaffa has been connected 
with the University for many years 
and has made an especial study of 
feeding problems. He is at the head 
of the poultry work of the Experiment 
Station at Petaluma, and has pub¬ 
lished several bulletins on poultry sub-, 
jects. Mrs. Basley is well known 
throughout the State through her lec¬ 
tures at Farmers’ Institutes on the 
care and management of fowls. Her 
home is in Los Angeles county where ! 
she has been a successful poultry' 
woman. Mr. Huntly is foreman of the 
Petaluma Poultry Station, and will in¬ 
struct in judging fowls, a subject in 
which he has won several medals. 

The all important problem of poultry 
diseases will be handled by two well 
known veterinarians. Dr. Haring is 
Assistant Veterinarian to the Agricul¬ 
tural Experiment Station, while Dr. 
McNair is practicing veterinarian of 
Berkeley, and was at one time instruc¬ 
tor in the poultry course at Cornell 
University. All poultrymen and 
women would do well to spend the 
eight days at the University F'armat 
Davis, beginning October 12th next.
